Value of These Articles 


Each Year Buns Into 


Millions, 


The bureau of foreign and domes- 


tic commerce has just published the 
results of its first inquiry into the 
shirt, collar 
and 
cuff industry in 


America. 
Shirts are no new thing 


under the sun. They were worn in 
the west 
of 
Europe 
early in the 


eighth century. In England woolen 
shirts were worn until the middle of 
the thirteenth century, when Flemish 
workmen were imported to manufac- 
ture a low grade of linen. But it is a 
striking evidence of human obtuse- 
ness that for a thousand years col 
lars were attached to shirts. It was 
not until 1825 that a blacksmith's 
wife in Troy, N. Y-, pondering on the 
futility of having to wash a compara- 
tively clean shirt merely because the 
collar and cuffs were soiled, hit upon 
the idea of separate collars. A re- 
tired Methodist clergyman of the 
town, Kev. Ebenezer Brown, heard of 
her invention 
and 
began to offer 


"string collars" for sale. It is an 
interesting fact that in 1909 Troj 
manufactured over 80 per cent of 
the collars and cuffs of the country. 


American makers have practically 


a monopoly of shirts, collars and 
cuffs in the home market. The an 
uual value of collars and cuffs is over 
$17,000,000, while that of shirts is 
over $80,000,000. Imports are insig 
niflcant and exports amount to nearly 
6 per cent of the total business, ou 
shirts, collars 
and cuffs being in 


great demand in the English speaking 
world- 
The bureau's inquiry shows 


that the business Is profitable. 
Es 


tablishments producing practically 
half the total product show a ftna 
profit on capital employed of 11.4< 
per cent and a 5.85 per cent profit on 
net sales. 
Practically 
all the high 


grade shirts are sold directly to re 
tailers, the 
jobbers handling only 


work shirts and low-priced linos. Th 
selling expenses of establishment 
dealing with retailers were higher, 
but their net profits were also higher. 
New York City manufactures 27.74 
per cent of the shirts, having begun 
it as a systematic industry in 1832. 
New York and 
Pennsylvania make 


ov^r half the 
shirts, although St. 


Louis produces 4.07 por cent of the 
national output. The report is silent 
on whether there is any underground 
connection between shirtmakers and 
laundries. Perhaps the federal trade 
commission will later 
inquire into 


that.

awkward one to translate into terms 
of dollars and cents. The American 
franc will be a gold coin of the ex- 
act fineness 
of tho United 
States 


gold dollar, and worth exactly 20 
cents In United States currency. 


When definitely adopted 
by the 


South American republics, this coin 
will remain for a time a purely the-

unit,

guinea, which is no longer coined, 
but certain fees and subscriptions in 
the United Kingdom are still palU 
in terms of guineas.
